Cancelling Motor License a Sure Way 
fo Deal With Drunken Drivers 

During the first eight days of Nov- 
ember, 1,203 automobile licenses were 
revoked and the rights of as many 
drivers to operate motor cars can 
celled in the state of New York. In 
many cases the cause was driving a 
car while intoxicated. This method of 
curbing recklessness and reducing (he 
dangers from auto traffic is not a thing 
of very recent application across the 
border. It has the sanction of exper 
fence, Fines and imprisonments were 
found to work satisfactorily when im- 
posed for minor breaches of the law 
relating to safety; but they were 
wholly inadequate in cases of intoxi- 
cation and excessive speed.

Explanations and Comments 


1. Samuel's Call, verses 1-9.—-The 
Hebrew word translated) “ehild” in 
the text is applied in the Bible to an 
infant and also to a man of forty.

If so, then 
he had reached the ave that Jesus had

juel teaches us, “The child is father 
of the man,” and all his long days are

Marquis Variety of Wheat Grown 400 
Miles North of U.S. Boundary 
When Herman Trelle, of Wembley, 
Alberta, who was born 81 years ago at 
Kendrick, Idaho, U.S.A., was declared 
wheat king of the world at this year’s 
International Grain and Hay Show at 
Chicago, it made the fourteenth time 
that the wheat championship has come 
to Canada in the sixteen years the In- 
ternational competition has been held.

Trelle not only 
won the wheat crown at Chicago this 
year, but carried off the grand cham- 
pionship in oats, the first time that 
any one exhibitor at the International 
Show has been awarded the two 
crowns or sweepstakes.
